'However, the judge's life was not

worse and gradually grew weaker un- 
til 4he end. He was conscious almost 
to the last and knew that recovery was 


' Impossible. Death had" been expected 
, momnetarily for the last three or, four 


days. Dr. M. I. Rosenthal stated a 
week ago that it waS only his remark- 
able vitality which kxept him alive.

Harry H. Hines, son of- Mrs.. S. B. 


Hines, of 2526 South Wayne avenue, 
entered the navy in April, 1904, enlist- 


• ing at Logansport, Ind., In the recruit- 
ing party which had visited Fort 
Wayne the week before. Immediately 
upon enlisting he was sent to the navy 
yard, New York, where he completed 
a course of Instruction in the yeoman 
school, where Is taught the navy style 
of bookkeeping and navy manner of 
handling cocreapondence, after which 
he was sent on recruiting duty for a 
short time, after which he was trans- 
ferred to the U. S. S. Texas, which was 
afterward renamed the U. S. S. San 
Marcos, and is now lying sunk in shoal 
water in Tangier'Sound, Chesapeake 
Bay, and is used as a target for experi- 
mental purposes. 


When that ship was pfaced out of 


commission in 1900 Chief Yeoman 
Hines was transferred to what was 
then the new battleship 
Louisiana, 


where he served until October, 1907, 
when he was transferred to the presi- 
dent's yacht Mayflower. He has serv«( 
aboard that ship in the capacity o 
captain's writer and postmaster con 
tlnuously since that time. During thl 
period Chief Yeoman Hines has served 
on the Mayflower with the last tnre 
presidents. His next duty will be on 
what is termed the fastest ship in the 
navy. 


On the loth of October he-will be 


transferred to the U. S. S. Manley 
going with his present captain on the 
Mayflower, Commander R. L, Berry 
naval aide to the president, who Is 
going to command the Manley.

The Manley is a thousand-ton tor 


pedo boat destroyer, now being com 
pleted in Bath, Maine. The Manley is 
contracted to make 35 knots, but is 
confidently expected to turn out 36 or 
37, which is a speed of 42 miles per 
hour. She will probably leave for the 
other side in a few months, and duty 
on board her. Is eagerly sought.

We stand before that cross 
that \ve may gather its meaning for 
ourselves, that w'e may feel its im- 
port, that we may see its entire and 
absolute tunlikeness to anything else, 
and so feel that its significance could 
only be explained by some concep- 
tion of what we call the atonement. 
This cannot exist to us as a logical 
statement.^ It exists as a vital truth: 
As we gaze upon the cross of Christ 
and see the sacrifice ' that he there 
made, we see and feel that the per- 
fectness of his suffering, the entire 
self-control that he possessed, and all 
the great drama of the crucifixion, 
showed a beauty, a completeness of his 
manhood, which indeed bore our sins. 
Great was the power of sin,' terrible 
was the exhibition of its power at the 
foot of the cross; but above all hu- 
man vileness and corruption, above all 
human selfishness and self-seeking, 
above all temporary scheming and 
plotting, there rose the perfect form 
of Him who was the Eternal Truth; 
who by His death and suffering tes- 
tified against all the false patience and 
love overcame the pangs of death; 
who showed that there was something 
which was above and' beyond the 
world, something which raises our 
hearts to Him, some thing which lifts 
us above those powers and forces un- 
der the influence of which our 'ordi- 
nary life is lived, something which 
gives us a sense of redemption.

In eating fruits, for instance, the 


peel should be carefully removed and 
the hands or the utensils which have 
come in contact with the skins of the 
fruit should not come in contact with 
the fruit to be eaten. 


For instance, in peeling a banana, 


the hand which is used for pulling off 
the peel may easily become covered 
with filth which has been deposited^ 
upon this peel, by flies or street dust) 
which has been blown upon the sur- 
face of this fruit, if it has not been 
protected. 
Then handling ttie meat 


of the banana with the same hand, 
this* filth Is deposited upon the part 
which is to be eaten. 


In eating meats that have not been' 


thoroughly cooked, it is quite possible 
that infectious material may be car- 
ried into the stomach. 


In eating vegetables such as rad- 


ishes, lettuce and celery that have been 
sprinkled with liquid manure, there is 
danger from consuming this filth if 
these vegetables have not been thor- 
oughly cleaned or cooked. 


Some Symptoms That Herald an At- 


tack by White Plague. 


The important symptoms of pul- 


monary tuberculosis are cough, ex- 
pectoration, fever, especially at night, 
difficulty in breathing, pains in the 
chest, night sweats, loss of appetite, 
blood spitting, and loss of flesh. 


In the matter expectorated it is 


usually possible to find the tuberculo- 
sis germ with the aid of a microscope 
and certain coloring matters. 


It appears 'in the form of a small, 


slender rod. 


There are three methods whereby 


this germ" may enter the human sys- 
tem, namely, inhalation, that Is being 
breathed into the lungs; by ingestion, 
that is, being eaten with the food; and 
by inoculation, that is, the penetra- 
tion of tubercular substance through a 
wound In the skin. 


The most frequent method of inoc- 


ulation'with the tuberculosis germ Is 
by inhalation, namely, that arising 
from the indiscriminate deposit of tu- 
berculosis sputum. 


A patient may expectorate enor- 


mous quantities of germs. If this ex- 
pectoration is carelessly deposited here 
and there so that it .has an opportunity 
to dry and become pulveilzed, trie 
least draught or motion of air may 
cause it to mingle with the dust and 
the individual inhaling this dust-laden 
air is certainly exposed to the danger 
of becoming tuberculosis if the system 
is favorable for the growth of the 
germs. 
, 


The system to bo favorable must 


be in a weakened or run-down condi- 
tion, either temporarily or perma- 
nently. 


These conditions may be inherited, 


or acquired through alcoholism or 
other intemperate habits, or through 
privation and disease. 


When Adults Get Mumps They Get It 


. 
' Hard—What to Do. 


Mumps is an acute infection. 
Children between the ages of 6 and 


15 are the ones usually attacked by 
the disease, although grown people 
may become affected. When they""do 
it usually proves severe in character. 


Boys and girls are about equally 


affected. Cold, moist weather is most- 
favorable for the disease. It is be- 
lieved to bo contracted by direct trans- 
mission from one person to another. 
A person rarely has it twice. 
. A child who has mumps should be 
kept in the house away from other 
children and must not receive visitors 
until, all the swelling has gone. 


All children in the family who have 


riot had mumps must be kept away 
from school for a period of ' three 
weeks after last exposure to the dis- 
ease. 


Children who have had mumps 


may attend school provided a physi- 
cian certifies in writing his personal 
knowledge of the attack; this certifi- 
cate to be presented to the principal 
of the seliool attended. 
• 


The quarantine period is usually 


about two weeks. Before the patient 
is discharged from quarantine he must 
be given a thorough bath and change 
of clothing. 


The looms should be thoroughly 


aired by opening windows and doors 
and letting in all the sunlight possible. 
Tho bed linens that have been used by 
the patient should be carefully boiled.

This section of the front remained

It had been pointed out that with 


the salient parts of the Passchendaole- 
Gheluvelt ridge in their hands, as the 
result of their success last week, the 
British were in an admirable position 
to push .further east towards the 
Menin-Roulers railway line. This is a 
valuable line of communications for 
the Germans between their bases in 


] southwestern Belgium and northwest- 
I ern France and their Belgian coast 
' positions was already commanded by 
the'British guns. 
The renewed push 


is in the direction of this line, which 
before this morning's attack began was 
about five and one-half miles distant 
from the point of the British wedge at 
Broodseinde. 


Numerous indications have been 


found, according to reports from the 
Fland«rs front, that the German 
morale-'ln this sector had notably de- 
teriorated under the crushing blows 
of the British and their overwhelming 
artillery superiority. Laok of the for- 
mer vigor In the German counter-at- 
tacks and their comparative infre- 
Quency are cited as corroborative of 
this. 


The theory is thus suggested that 


despite the unfavorable weather con-

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PREPARING COWS FOR THE WINTER DAIRY 


The manner in which cows are fed 


and managed during the six to eight 
weeks' period prior to calving has 
much to do with their year's produc- 
tion, according to H. II. KJldee, Chair- 
man Dairy, Husbandry Division, Uni- 
versity Farm, St. Paul. Improper feed- 
ing or failure to give proper rest be- 
tween lactation periods results in a 
decreased production for the lactation 
period. 


It is a good plan to have a small 


pasture so that cows due to freshen 
in the summer or fall may have an 
abundance of grass and 
not 
be 


molested by other cows. In addition 
to this a few pounds of ground oats, 
»hich is one of the best feeds for 
>regnant cows, and in some cases a 
imall quantity of cracked corn and 
>fan will be sufficient. For cows that 


For a few days after calving the 


cows' diinking-water should be luke- 
warm. 
In addition to alfalfa or 


clover hay and a small quantity of 
corn silage, she should be fed bran 
mashes or a small allowance of bran, 
oil meal and oats. After about three 
days she may then be placed on more 
solid food. ' At least thirty days 
should be taken in getting her up to 
full feed and care should be taken to 
increase the bulky feeds that are laxa- 
tive first and the heavy concentrated 
feeds later.

"Yet it would be most unfortunate,

BLACKHEAD OF TURKEYS. 


The very heavy advertising which 


has been done by our tractor manu- 
facturers during the past few years, 
has led a large number of farmers!

Unless the breeding of 
horses is continued and increased we 
shall, within four or five years, face 
a horse shortage which will place

farmer's reach, and curtail our field 
operations to a remarkable extent. 
On January 1, 1917, there were 361,- 
000 horses on the farms of Colorado. 
Estimates.indicate that there is one 
pure-bred draft stallion to every 886 
horses, one grade stallion to every 
101, or one stallion either pure-bred 
or grade to every 260 horses, or in 
other words one stallion to every 
thirty-three farms.

wet land is better for grass than well- 
drained land; but &uch is notNthe case, 
except for certain wild grasses of poor 
feeding value. 
Blue-grass, red-top, 


orchard-grass, timothy and all of the 
best pasture grasses require 
well- 


drained land for their best growth. 


In many cases comparatively rolling 


and well drained soils are too j^our for 
grasses to, grow to advantage. Apply- 
ing from half a ton to several tons of 
lime (according to the acidity of the 
soil) to the acre of such soils, will 
sweeten them so that they will pro- 
duce excellent growth of the best 
grasses. 


The trouble with the averagB pasture 


is that it is grazed from year to year 
without any attention to fertilization. 


It is trfte that the animals return 


some of the fertility to the pasture 
field through their droppings, but it is 
also true that much of the fertility in 
the manure of the animals, especially 
in winter when they are sheltered, is 
deposited "in the stable and removed 
to other fields to feed other crops. 
In this way the pasture-lands become 
gradually impoverished of its store of 
plant-food. 


To produce a profitable growth of 


grass in the permanent pasture, the 
soil must be regularly and heavily 
fertilized with substances that will 
make grass grow. 
Dressing with 


stable - manure, 
bone-meal, 
ground 


phosphate rock and potash are all 
good. 
It will not be necessary to 


allow the air to get down to the root* 
of the grasses. 


Harrowing or xcttttine will divide 


the underground stems of ,tf»e grasses 
and help to moke a thicker arid ntoru 
even stand.

Grasses will not thrive with_ brush 


and weeds. Dig the brash 'Out mth 
the grubbing hoe. To kill the -weedz, 
mow the pasture at least twice each 
summer.

at this time that a large number of', 
sheep go onto the market and the 1 
breeding season is open. The sheep 
market this fall, however, is rather 
abnormal. Prices are high and have' 


, been for many months, so that large 


numbers of ewesf that might 'have 
been saved for breeding have been 
sold for the mutton" market. 


The demand at the present time 


for breeding ewes is enormous. Many 
are 
paying exorbitant ^"prices and 


everyone is finding it difficult to get 
is many good breeding ewes as he 
might be able to use. 
As the late 


fall approaches we may expect that 
there will be an absolute scarcity of 
breeding stock on the market, so that 
the farmer who wishes to get a few- 
breeding ewes should be looking for 
them now. When possible, select the 
ewes and Jambs that are in thrifty 
condition, but not too fat. Fat sheep 
often fail to breed successfully. Dur- 
ing the breeding season,. afford the 
flock a good, succulent pasture. 
This 


will encourage them to breed^ readily. 


1 One good, vigorous, mature 
ram 


should be capable, of breeding, forty 
, or fifty ewes in one season. 


The period of gestation for the ewe 


is about twenty-one weeks, a few days 
less than five months. It is the most 
common practice to let the ram run 
with the ewes during the entire breed-' 
ing season.

should be closed and the rams re- 
moved from the flock some time in 
November, as lambs born later than

A day or two after lamb- 
ing, start them on a good grain ra- 
tion'and slightly increase the allow- 
ance to one or two pounds' per ewe 
per day by the time her lamb is two 
or three days old. 


This should be continued while the 


lamb is nursing until the ewes are 
turned onto the pasture. The extra 
growth of the lambs will pay well for 
the grain. 
Lambs eat gram as soon, 


as they are ten days or two weeks 
old, and if they receive as much grain 
and good pasture as they care for, 
they can be forced to a market finish 
by the time they are three or four 
months of age. A good grain mixture 
for both ewes and lambs would be 
corn chop (or a grain sorghum), oats 
and bran," equal-parts by measure. 


Wean tho lambs when they are 


about four months old. 'When wean- 
ing the lambs, watch the udders of 
the ewes for a week or so and milk 
outcome if they feel very full. 
This 


may prevent the udder from spoiling, 
and if the udder spoils, the ewe is, 
practically worthless as a lamb jpro- 
ducer. 
If ewes can be induced to 


breed in May or June, their lambs 
may be fitted for the fancy lamb trade 
for 
Christmas 
and 
New' Years. 


Prices for the young, fat lamb at 
any time are very attractive, and 
mild winters of Oklahoma 
afford 


splendid opportunities for the pro- 
duction of winter lambs. — D. A.

The home orchard has not been of 


any, particular importance up to the 
present time in our state so far as supj 
plying any great ^ quantity of fruit for 
the commercial trade is concerned. It 
has been quite commonly an object of 
the farmer to plant trees of several 
varieties, in order to secure for his 
family and hired help sufficient fruit 
for the season's supply. 
Generally 


these orchards have yielded plenti- 
fully, and in many cases, after coming 
into bearing, have proved to be larger 
than was necessary. Since they were 
not intended to produce fruit for the 
trade, there are now some of them 
double the size required to furnish the 
family fruit supply 
It would there- 


fore seem that some farmers could 
profitably pull up some of their home 
orchard, particularly undesirable vari- 
eties and individual trees that were 
not paying for their keep. 


The progressive dairyman carefully 


tests and weighs the milk from each 
cow, to find out what cows are the 
money makers and which ones the 
"boarders," Why not apply the same 
principle to the home orchard? For 
in the home orchard, as well as in 
some of the commercial orchards, 
there are many trees that must neces- 
sarily be classed as 'boarders." A

Some Suggestions From an Expert Ponltryman at the Colorado Agricultural Coflese. 


Start now to tone up that egg ma- 


chine and get it in order for maxi- | 
mum winter egg production, by put- 
ting those early hatched pullets and 
hens to be held over on a good stim- 
ulating egg-making ration.

This can be mixed in large 
quantities and fed either by the dry 
mash method of keeping it in hoppers 
before the birds at all times, or as 
a wet mash, moistened with milk and 
fed at the middle of the day. 


During the coldjsst winter days, and 


also in starting the birds, the most 
stimulating results will be obtained 
if the wet mash is fed warm, link 
should be before the birds at all 
times. 
If milk (skimmed or butter- 


milk) is not available, the cut bona 
and beef scrap must be increased. 


Green feed is essential. 
Sprouted 


oats give best results, but a warm 
room or cellar in which to grow it 
must be provided. Steamed alfalfa 
leaves make an excellent greens sub- 
stitute. Cabbage and numerous other 
garden vegetables can be used, but 
the cost is often prohibitive. 


Birds should have constant access 


to oyster shells, grit and charcoal

passed in congress the other day it car- 
ried a provision which so far as the gen- 
eral public is concerned was a big sur- 
prise'when -announced, though a mighty 
happy one for hundreds of women to 
whom the increase'means so much during 
these times oi high prices. The amend- 
ment was presented in the senate by 
Smoot, of Utah, and provides the in- 
crease as stated, effecting about 290,000 
widows of the nation. The 
increase 


comes automatically and will require no 
action on the part of those benefited, 
according to information from Washing- 
ton. The amendment passed the house 
147 to 115.
